GENTLEMEN, — 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937. 

The  year  opened  with  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  which 
was  very  prevalent  as  it  was  all  over  the  country,  it  was  mild 
but  there  was  a  certain  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia. 

The  chief  item  of  importance  during  the  year  was  an 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  which  started  at  the  beginning  of 
September  and  was  brought  under  control  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  Shortly  after  the  outbreak,  immunisation  was  com¬ 
menced  by  the  County  Authority,  and  as  a  result  of  work  done 
by  them  and  privately,  practically  the  whole  school  population 
has  been  immunised,  I  am  pleased  to  say  there  were  no  deaths. 
This  will  be  more  fully  dealt  with  under  Section  F. 

Again  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr. 
R.  B.  Jones,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  assistance  during 
the  year  particularly  during  the  diphtheria  outbreak  and  to 
thank  you  for  the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  me  and  for 
the  courtesy  and  consideration  you  have  extended  to  me.

This  is  an  enormous  increase  on  last  year  (72)  and  is 
accounted  for  by  the  large  amount  of  swabs  taken  during  the 
Diphtheria  epidemic.

There  is  a  plentiful  supply  of  good  ivater. 

There  were  two  short  extensions  of  the  mains  to  serve 
two  new  estates. 

During  the  year  public  supply  was  substituted  for  well 
supply  in  17  cases. 

One  sample  of  water  submitted  for  examination  was 
found  to  be  good. 

One  sample  of  wrell  water  examined  was  found  unfit 
for  domestic  purposes. 

A  recommendation  has  been  approved  by  the  Authority 
whereby  regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  to  be  made.

The  Outfall  Works  are  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  during  the  year  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the 
filter  beds,  these  have  been  chlorinated  with  most  satisfactory 
results,  and  the  ponding  of  the  beds  has  been  eliminated,  in¬ 
spections  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Trent  Fishery  Board 
and  no  complaint  received.

Please  note  that  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  puerperal 
fever  relate  to  the  first  39  weeks  of  the  year  only.  Oases 
occurring  afterwards  are  classed  to  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
included  accordingly. 

There  was  more  infectious  disease  than  in  1936  (29)  due 
to  the  increase  in  cases  of  Pneumonia  (36-7)  and  of  Diphtheria 
(36-2.)  Most  of  the  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  in  January 
and  April,  no  cases  being  notified  in  February  and  March. 
January  being  the  heaviest  17  being  notified,  14  of  this  17 
being  over  50  and  12  over  60.  11  cases  were  notified  in  April 

and  affected  a  younger  group. 
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The  cases  of  Pneumonia  in  January  appeared  to  effect 
the  aged  and  debilitated  during  the  Influenza  epidemic. 

In  June  there  were  2  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  one  house. 

On  7th  September  a  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified,  on 
the  10th  2  more  cases  were  notified  all  from  the  same  School, 
on  the  11th  I  informed  the  County  Health  Authority  and  on 
Monday,  13th  September,  at  the  Adult  School  Hall,  a  Public 
Meeting  was  called  where  Dr.  Thompson  of  the  County  Health 
Department  gave  an  address  on  the  benefits  of  immunisation 
to  a  crowded  meeting,  and  as  a  result,  by  the  15th  immunisation 
had  been  commenced  in  nearly  600  cases,  250  contacts  examined 
and  88  swabs  taken.  By  the  15th  another  6  cases  had  been 
notified.  14  cases  were  notified  in  September,  16  in  October, 
1  in  November  and  3  in  December. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  until  the  middle  of 
November,  during  the  course  of  numerous  visits  to  the  four 
Schools  and  some  40  domiciliary  visits,  I  made  2,193  exam¬ 
inations  and  took  some  279  swabs.  This  included  examinations 
and  swabbings  of  practically  all  the  milkmen  in  the  district — 
the  results  of  the  examinations  of  the  milkmen  were  negative.

In  order  to  complete  the  work  of  the  County  Council  of 
the  above,  on  Nov.  3rd,  I  did  91  injections  and  on  Dec.  1st 
another  8  injections,  the  above  figures  also  include  13  Teachers 
who  had  3  injections. 

As  a  result  of  my  examinations  I  was  enabled  to  find  4 
mild  cases,  and  to  draw  attention  to  2  other  mild  cases.  All 
these  cases  were  nasal  cases.  Two  of  these  cases  were 
subsequently  diagnosed  as  carriers  of  virulent  organisms. 

Idie  type  of  Diphtheria  was  mild  and  there  were  a  good 
proportion  of  nasal  cases,  there  were  only  4  cases  of  a  moderate 
type  and  3  of  a  severe  type.  There  were  no  deaths.  The 
mildness  of  the  type  and  the  absence  of  mortality  was  I  believe 
in  no  small  measure  attributed  to  the  promptness  in  which 
the  local  practitioners  gave  serum,  and  the  decline  of  the 
epidemic  towards  December  as  the  result  of  the  isolation  of 
carriers  and  mild  cases  and  the  effects  of  immunisation  early 
in  the  epidemic. 

The  relationship  between  the  Local  Authority,  the 
practitioners,  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  School 
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Teachers  was  always  of  the  happiest,  and  my  Committee  were 
at  all  times  sympathetic  and  helpful. 

The  work  of  immunisation  was  to  a  certain  extent 
delayed  by  an  outbreak  of  Mumps. 

As  a  large  number  of  cases  were  immunised  privately 
practically  the  whole  School  population  has  been  immunised 
and  a  large  number  of  the  pre-school  population. 

The  Council  have  adopted  a  scheme  of  immunisation 
by  the  local  practitioners  which  should  cover  these  not  already 
done. 


I  have  suggested  to  the  local  practitioners  that  mild 
uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  should  be  kept  at  home, 
where  isolation  can  easily  be  accomplished.
